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GOOD  roads,  canals,  and  navigable  rivers,  by  diminish- 
ing the  expence  of  carriage,  put  the  remote  parts  of  the 
country  more  nearly  upon  a  level  with  those  in  the  neigh- 
borhov.  of  the  town.  They  are  upon  that  account  the  great- 
est of  all  improvements.  They  encourage  the  cultivation 
of  the  remote,  which  must  always  be  the  most  extensive 
«rcle  of  the  country .Smith's  wealth  of  nations. 
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I  am  out  of  all  patience  with  this  vile  world  for  one  thing. 
Mankind  are  by  nature  benevolent  creatures,  except  in  a 
few  scoundrelly  instances.  I  do  not  think  that  avarice  of 
the  good  things  we  chance  to  have,  is  born  with  us  ;  but 
we  are  placed  here  among  so  much  nakedness  and  hunger, 
and  poverty  and  want,  that  we  are  under  a  necessity  of  stu- 
dying selfishness,  in  order  that  we  may  kxist....Bubns. 
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IN  a  government  founded  on  the  basis  of  equal  liberty 
among  all  its  citizens,  to  be  ignorant  of  the  law  and  the 
constitution,  is  to  be  ignorant  of  the  rights  of  the  citizen. 
Ignorance  is  invariably  the  parent  of  error :  where  it  is 
blended  with  a  turbulent  and  unquiet  temper,  it  infallibly 
produces  licentiousness,  the  most  terrible  enemy  to  liberty, 
except  despotism :    and  even  more  terrible  than  despotism 
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endures  for  ages  ;  on  the  contrary,  when  ignorance  is 
united  with  supineness,  liberty  becomes  lethargic,  and  des- 
potism erects  her  standard  without  opposition.  An  en- 
lightened people,  who  have  once  attained  the  blessings  of 
a  free  government,  can  never  be  enslaved  until  they  aban- 
don virtue  and  relinquish  science.  These  are  the  nurses 
of  infant  liberty  and  its  fostering  genii  when  matured.     To 
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IT  is  now  high  time  that  your  cattle  are  well  provided 
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and  besides  the  women  cent  like  it.     A  good  fire  is  a  com- 
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fortable  thing  in  a  cold  day,  especially  when  you  can  drink 
your  own  bottle  of  cider  by  it,  and  at  the  same  time  hear 
the  busy  hum  of  the  spinning-wheel  turned  by  the  indus- 
trious hand  of  a  fresh -cheeked,  fair  and  cheerful  daughter.' 
That  your  meat-barrels,  flour-tubs,  cider-casks  and  gra- 
naries are  ali  well  filled,  and  that  you  may  have  health  to 
eiroy  the  sweets  of  the  harvest,  is  the  ardent  and  honest 
wish  of  your  old  friend  FRANKLIN, 
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money,  be  more  eager  to  save  than  to  acquire  :  when  peo* 
pie  say,  "  money  is  to  be  got  here,  and  money  is  to  be  got 
there,"  take  no  notice  ;  mind  your  own  business  ;  stay- 
where  you  are ;  and  secure  all  you  can  get,  without  stirring. 
When  you  hear  that  your  neighbour  has  picked  up  a  purse 
of  gold  in  the  street,  never  run  out  into  the  same  street, 
looking  about  you,  expecting  to  pick  up  such  another  ;  or 
when  you  are  informed  that  he  has  made  a  fortune  in  one 
branch  of  business,  never  change  your  own,  in  order  to  be 
his  rival.  Do  not  desire  to  be  rich  all  at  once  ;  but  patient- 
ly add  farthing  to  farthing.  Perhaps  you  despise  the  pet- 
ty sum  ;  and  yet  they  who  want  a  farthing,  and  have  no 
friend  that  will  lend  them  it,  think  farthings  very  good 
things.  Whang,  the  foolish  miller,  when  he  wanted  a 
farthing  in  his  distress,  found  that  no  friend  would  lend, 
because  they  knew  he  wanted.  Did  you  ever  read  the  sto- 
ry of  Whang  in  our  books  of  Chinese  learning  ;  he  who, 
despising  small  sums,  and  grasping  at  all,  lost  even  what 
e  had  ? 

Whang,  the  miller,  was  naturally  avaricious  ;  nobody 
*  loved  money  better  than  he,  or  more  respected  those  that 
_.  had  it.  When  people  would  talk  of  a  rich  man  in  compa- 
ny, Whang  would  say  I  know  him  -very  well ;  he  £n;i  I 
have  been  long  acquainted  ;  he  and  I  are  intimate  ;  he 
stood  for  a  child  of  mine  :  but  if  ever  a  poor  man  was 
mentioned,  he  had  not  the  least  knowledge  of  the  man  ; 
he  might  be  very  well  for  aught  he  knew,  but  he  was  not 
fond  of  many  acquaintances,  and  loved  to  choose  his  com- 
pany. 

Whang,  however,  with  all  his  eagerness  for  riches,  was 
in  reality  poor,  he  had  nothing  but  the  profits  of  his  mill 
to  support  him,  but  though  these  were  small,  they  were 
certain  ;  while  his  mill  stood  and  went,  he  was  sure  of  eat- 
ing, and  his  frugallity  was  such,  that  he  every  day  laid 
some  money  by,  which  he  would  at  intervals  count  and  con- 
template with  much  satisfaction.  Yet  still  his  acquisitions 
were  not  equal  to  his  desires,  he  only  found  himself  above 
want,  whereas  he  desired  to  be  possessed  of  affluence. 

One  day  as  he  was  indulging  these  wishes,  he  was  in- 
formed, that  a  neighbour  of  his  had  found  a  pan  of  money 
under  ground,  having  dreamed  of  it  three  nights  running 
before.  These  tidings  were  daggers  to  the  heart  of  poor 
Whang.  Here  am  I,  says  he  toiling  and  moiling  from 
morning  till  night,  for  a  few  paltry  farthings,  while  neigh- 
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fcour  Hunks  only  goes  quietly  to  bed,  and  dreams  himself' 
into  thousands  before  morning.

Such  reflections  only  served  to  make  the  miller  unhap- 
py ;  he  discontinued  his  former  assiduity,  he  was  quite 
disgusted  with  small  gains,  and  his  customers  began  to  for- 
sake him.  Every  day  he  repeated  the  wish,  and  every 
night  laid  himself  down  in  order  to  dream.  Fortune  that 
was  for  a  long  time  unkind,  at  last,  however,  seemed  to 
smile  upon  his  distresses,  and  indulged  him  with  the  wish- 
ecl-for  vision.  He  dreamed,  that  under  a  certain  part  of  the 
foundation  of  his  mill,  there  was  concealed  a  monstrous 
pan  of  gold  and  diamonds,  buried  deep  in  the  ground,  and 
covered  with  a  large  flat  stone.  He  rose  up,  thanked  the

lies and  daughters  he  hath  so  much  wronged,  and  present- 
ly to  depart  the  plantation,  and  not  return  under  the  penalty 
of  severe  punishment. 

1642.  Samuel  Hoskins  and  Elizabeth  Cleverly  being  de- 
sirous to  join  together  in  the  state  of  marriage,  and  not 
being  able  to  make  proof  of  their  parents'  consent,  but  see- 
ing they  both  affirm  they  have  the  consent  of  their  parents, 
and  withal  having  entered  into  contract,  and  sinfully  and 
wickedly  made  themselves  both  unlit  for  any  other,  and  for 
which  they  have  both  received  pubiique  correction,  upon 
these  considerations  granted  them  liberty  to  marry.

A  HINT  TO  PARENTS. 

DO  you  want  your  children  healthy  and  chearful,  good- 
natured  and  forbearing,  and  can  you  expect  your  offspring 
to  possess  these  qualities,  without  you  yourselves  are  pos- 
sessed of  them,  or  teach  the  little  ones  how  they  are  to  be 
acquired  ?  Can  you  expect  your  children  will  know  how,  or 
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feel  the  enjoyment  of  cleanliness,  unless  it  is  by  comparing 
it  with  the  contrary  situation  ?  It  is  a  folly  to  suppose  that 
an  infant  will  grow  as  strong  or  as  well  in  a  dirty  skin  and 
unclean  clothes,  as  it  will  when  both  are  clean.  A  child 
that  is  constantly  kept  clean  arid  washed  frequently,  at  least 
once  a  day  all  over  in  cold  water,  cannot  abide  dirt,  and  will 
as  naturally  run  to  its  nurse  tabe  washed,  when  dirty,  as  it 
will  when  it  is  hungry.  Chil(\ren,  like  tender  roots,  want 
much  care  and  nourishing  ;  like  plants  of  a  tender  kind, 
they  will  not  grow  in  a  barren  or  uncultivated  soil.  Their 
little  wants  must  be  attended  to,  I  dont  mean  the  want  of 
foolish  baubles,  for  the  want  of  these  should  be  restrained, 
but  they  should  not  be  permitted  to  go  crying  about  for  fif- 
teen minutes  at  a  time  hollowing  for  a  drink  of  water,  a 
piece  of  bread,  or  to  go  to  bed  when  sleepy  ;  nature  points 
out  the  necessity  of  these,  and  therefore  they  ought  to  be 
attended  to  immediately  ;  by  giving  a  deaf  ear  to  children 
on  these  occasions,  you  not  only  irritate  their  passions  but 
exhaust  their  little  feelings  ;  audit  further  has  a  tendency  to 
blunt  the  edge  of  a  cheerful  obedience  on  the  part  of  the 
child.  For  as  the  example  of  disobedience  is  first  set  by 
the  parent  or  nurse,  the  same  principle  of  indifference  is 
caught  by  the  child.  It  is  the  same  with  respect  to  a  child's 
telling  lies.  What  kind  of  construction  is  a  child  to  put 
on  the  act  of  a  mother  which  actually  embraces  a  lie,  the 
not  putting  into  execution  what  she  has  promised  her  dar- 
ling, be  it  a  whipping  for  a  bad  act,  a  ginger  cake,  or  a  little 
book,  for  a  good  one.  A  Child's  Friend. 

From  Dr.  Buclioris  achice  to  Mothers. 

OF  all  the  absurdities  that  prevail  in  the.treatment  of 
infants,  there  is  none  so  grossly  repugnant  to  common 
sense,  as  the  frenzy  of  giving  them  physic  before  we  give 
them  food.  They  scarcely  begin  to  breathe,  when  some 
purgative  slop  i3  forced  down  their  throats,  and  the  tender 
stomach  and  bowels  are  thrown  into  a  state  of  the  most  un- 
natural irritation. 

The  admirable  manner,  in  which  the  thin  diluted,  and 
gently  opening  properties  of  the  mother's  milk,  are  adapt- 
ed to  every  medicinal  as  well  as  aiimentery  purpose.  Na- 
ture does  not  afforcT,  nor  can  art  contrive,  any  effectual  sub- 
stitute for  that  delicious  fluid.  By  degress  the  milk  ac- 
quires consistence,  and  affords  greater  nourishment  to  the 
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child,  as  he  becomes  more  capable  of  digesting  ft.  At 
length,  his  bodily  strength  increasing,  and  his  teeth  bursting- 
through  the  gums,  he  can  take  more  solid  and  substantial 
food,  which  requires  still  greater  powers  of  digestion. 

Infants  are  commonly  deprived  of  the  breast  too  soon. 
What  people  call  solid  food  is  supposed  to  contribute  more 
to  their  growth  and  health.  But,  in  the  first  place,  milk, 
though  a  fluid,  is  immediately  converted  into  a  solid  sub- 
stance in  the  stomach,  where  it  is  soon  after  digested,  and 
then  affords  the  best  nutriment  possible.  It  also  appears 
•  contrary  to  nature  to  put  solid  substances  into  the  mouth  of 
a  child,  before  it  is  furnished  with  teeth  to  chew  them* 
I  should  therefore  look  upon  the  previous  cutting  of  the 
teeth  as  the  surest  indication  of  the  proper  time  for  wean- 
ing children. 

It  is  remarkable  that,  during  the  continuance  of  this  usu- 
ally sharp  and  painful  operation,  (cutting  teeth,)  children, 
as  it  were,  instinctively,  carry  every  thing  that  is  put  into 
their  hands  up  to  their  mouths.  Give  them  on  such  occa- 
sions crusts  of  bread,  pieces  of  biscuit,  dried  fruits,  or  fresh 
liquorice-root,  which  they  may  suck  and  chew.  Corals, 
glass,  and  the  like  hard  bodies,  are  very  improper,  as  they 
will  either  bruise  the  gums  and  cause  an  inflamation,  or 
make  them  hard  and  callous  by  continual  rubbing,  so  as 
to  render  the  cutting  of  the  teeth  still  more  difficult,  and 
the  pain  more  acute  and  lasting. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  confine  children,  after  they  are 
weaned,  to  one  particular  sort  of  food.  The  bill  of  fare 
may  be  gradually  enlarged  with  the  child's  growth,  provi- 
ded always  that  it  consists  of  an  innocent  variety.  He 
may  have  bread  and  milk  at  one  time,  bread  pudding  at 
another,  and  bread  sliced  in  broth,  or  in  the  gravy  of  roast 
meat,  diluted  with  water,  now  and  then,  till  at  length  his 
teeth  being  properly  grown,  and  fit  to  chew  meat  itself,  he 
may  be  allowed  a  little  of  it  at  dinner,  with  a  due  propor- 
tion of  bread  and  of  wholesome  vegetables.  But  I  must 
forbid  in  the  most  positive  manner  any  artificial  sweeten- 
ing of  his  food,  all  spices  or  seasoning,  except  salt,  all  sorts 
of  pastry,  butter  in  every  form,  unripe  fruits,  and  ferment- 
ed liquors. 

I  would  advise  the  mother  not  to  adopt  the  pernicious 
custom  of  giving  food  or  drink  to  children  during  the 
night.  Even  in  the  course  of  the  day,  they  should  not  be 
crammed  every  hour,  and  trained  up  in  habits  of  early  ghnv 
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"tony.  Temperance  is  that  sure  preservative  of  health, 
which  they  cannot  be  taught  to  practice  too  soon.  Let 
them  eat  freely  at  proper  intervals  ;  and  the  longer  they 
are  kept  from  the  things  already  forbidden,  the  more  ra- 
pidly will  they  thrive,  and  the  greater  number  of  diseases 
will  they  escape. 

Nothing  can  be  more  ridiculous  than  the  numberless 
contrivances  of  mothers  to  teach  their  children  to  walk,  as 
if  it  was  a  thing  to  be  learned  by  their  instruction  ;  and  to 
keep  them  propped  up  by  wooden  machines,  or  suspended 
by  back-strings,  as  if  their  lives  and  limbs  were  to  be  en- 
dangered by  the  least  tumble.  They  are  too  near  the 
ground  and  too  light  to  hurt  themselves  by  falling.  Be- 
sides, the  oftener  they  fall,  the  sooner  they  will  learn,  when 
down  to  get  up  again  ;  and  the  only  way  to  make  them 
sure  footed,  is  to  accustom  them  betimes  to  trust  more  to 
the  proper  management  of  their  own  legs,  than  to  any  ar- 
tificial support. 

Care  should  always  be  taken  not  to  expose  infants  either 
in  bed  or  out  of  bed  to  an  oblique  light,  or  they  will  become 
squint-eyed.  They  should  be  kept  facing  it,  when  up, 
and  exactly  the  reverse,  when  laid  down  to 'rest.  If  the 
light  come  upon  them  from  one  side,  their  eyes  will  take 
that  direction,  and  thus  they  will  get  the  habit  of  looking 
-crossways. 

It  is  of  still  greater  moment  to  pay  strict  attention  to 
their  bedding.  Nothing  can  have  a  more  relaxing  tenden- 
cy, or  be  at  the  same  time  more  unfavourable  to  cleanli- 
ness, than  beds  and  pillows  stuffed  with  feathers.  Horse- 
hair cushions  and  mattresses  are  far  preferable  ;  but  if 
soft  bran  were  used  instead  of  hair  for  the  stuffing  of  chil- 
dren's beds  and  pillows,  these  would  more  readily  let  any 
moisture  pass  through  them,  would  never  be  too  much 
heated,  and  might  be  frequently  changed  or  renewed  with- 
out any  great  trouble  or  expence. 

I  wish  to  see  the  most  amiable  of  all  passions,  maternal 
love,  displayed  in  promoting  the  health  and  fortifying  the 
constitutions  of  children, — not  in  relaxing  them  by  every 
species  of  softness  and  effeminacy.  When  this  passion  is 
carried  beyond  the  proper  bounds,  it  ceases  to  be  love  :  it 
becomes  a  sort  of  blind  infatuation,  always  injures  and  of- 
ten destroys  the  object  of  its  regard.  Mothers  should  ne- 
ver forget  the  fable  of  the  monkey  snatching  up  one  of  its 
young  in  a  moment  of  alarm,  and,  in  order  to  save  it  from 
danger,  sqeezed  it  so  hard  as  to  occasion  its  death. 
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MEDICAL. 

Juglans  oblonga  alba,  Butternut  or  TFInte-waJmit. 

AN  extract  of  the  bark  of  this  tree  affords  a  mild  and 
safe  cathartic  (purge.)  The  bark  may  be  boiled  in  water, 
when  the  juice  is  supposed  to  be  sufficiently  boiled,  it  may 
be  taken  out,  and  the  water  boiled  clown  to  a  consistency 
of  making  it  into  pills.  The  bark  and  shells  of  the  nuts 
dye  a  good  brown  colour,  scarcely  ever  fading. 

N.  B.  The  decoction  ought  to  stand  a  while  to  settle,  and 
then  strained  through  a  woolen  cloth,  and  then  reduced  to 
a  honey  thickness. — Extracts  are  to  be  sprinkled  with  the 
spirits  of  wine,  in  order  to  keep  it  from  moulding.  They 
should  be  kept  in  bladders  moistened  with  sweet  oil. 
Dysentery. 

A  strong  decoction  of  the  root  of  the  low  running  black- 
berry, by  some  called  dewberry,  given  about  milk  warm  to 
the  patient,  and  assisted  by  drinking  plentifully  of  water,  is 
strongly,  from  experience,  recommended  to  those  afflicted 
with  the  dysentery.  About  three  tea-cups  full  of  the  de- 
coction, of  the  above  root,  is  a  sufficient  quantity  to  be  ta- 
ken by  a  grown  person.     It  operates  as  a  gentie  purge. 

Note.  We  would  recommend  the  taking-  caster-oil  and  an  eme- 
tic to  clear  the  stomach  of  bile  on  the  first  appearance  of  this  ugly 
disease.  The  body  ought  to  be  kept  in  a  free  state  of  perspiration, 
the  wearing  flannel  next  the  skin  will  add  much  to  this,  ikf.it on 
soup  cannot  be  too  freely  used  either  as  a  preventative  or  cure  for 
this  complaint.  As  a  drink,  buttermilk -whey,  port  wine,  green  tea, 
may  be  taken,  sweet  air  and  cleanliness  is  particularly  necessary.  Ed. 

Doctor  Mlvoiic  s  receipt  for  a  cold. 

TAKE  a  large  spoonful  of  linseed,  with  a  two  penny 
worth  stick  of  liquorice,  and  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  sun  rai- 
sins.  Put  them  in  two  quarts  of  soft  water,  then  add  to  it 
a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  brown  sugar  candy  powder,  a  table 
spoonful  of  white  wine  vinegar,  or  lemon  juice,  to  be  added 
only  to  that  quantity  you  are  going  immediately  to  take. 
It  is  a  sovereign  balsamic  cordial  for  the  lungs,  without  the 
opening  qualities  which  endanger  fresh  colds,  in  going  cut. 
It  has  been  known  to  cure  colds  which  have  almost  settled 
into  a  consumption,  in  less  than  three  weeks. 
Costivcness. 

PERSONS  who  are  generally  costive  should  live  upo'i 
a  moistening  and  laxative  diet,  as  roasted  or  boiled  apples, 
pears,  stu.d  prunes,  raisins,  gruels  with  currants,  butter, 
honey,  sugar  and  such  like.     Broths  with  spinage,  leeks, 
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and  other  soft  pot-herbs,  are  likewise  proper.  Rye-bread, 
or  that  \riiich  is  made  of  a  mixture  of  wheat  and  rye  toge- 
ther, ought  to  be  eaten.  No  person,  troubled  with  costive- 
ness,  should  eat  white  bread  alone,  especially  that  which  is 
made  of  fine  flour. 

Costiveness  is  increased  by  keeping  the  body  too  warm, 
and  by  every  thing  that  promotes  the  perspiration  ; 
as  wearing  flannel,  lying  too  long  a-bed,  Sec.  Intense 
thought,  and  a  sedentary  life,  are  likewise  hurtful.  All 
the  secretions  and  excretions  are  promoted  by  moderate 
exercise  without  doors,  and  by  a  gay,  cheerful,  sprightly 
temper  o-  mind. 

The  drink  should  be  of  an  opening  quality.  All  ardent 
spirits,  austere  and  astringent  wines,  as  port,  claret,  See. 
ought  to  be  avoided.  Malt-liquor  that  is  fine,  and  of  a  mo- 
derate strength,  is  very  proper.  Butter-milk,  whey,  and 
other  watery  liquors,  are  likewise  proper,  and  may  be  drank 
in  turns,  as  the  patient's  inclination  directs. 

Those  who  are  troubled  with  costiveness,  ought,  if  pos- 
sible, to  remedy  it  by  diet,  as  the  constant  use  of  medicines 
for  that  purpose,  is  attended  with  many  inconveniences,  and 
often  with  bad  consequences.  I  never  knew  any  one  get 
into  a  habit  of  ta  ing  medicine  for  keeping  the  body  open, 
who  could  leave  it  off.  In  time,  the  custom  becomes  ne- 
cessary, and  generally  ends  in  a  total  relaxation  of  the  bow- 
els, indigestion,  loss  of  appetite,  wasting  of  the  strength, 
and  death.  Buchan's  domestic  medicine. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  following  was  communicated  by  our  friend  Townsend, 

at  Frederick-Town^  Pemisvlvania. 

A  HINT  FOR  FARMERS  AND  GRAZIERS. 

A  calf  when  first  calved,  weighed  731bs.  at  73  days 

old  weighed  200lbs.  which  lacks  only  3-4  of  gaining  one 

pound  and  3-4  daily.     Measured  in  length  seven  feet  ten 

inches,  three  feet  ten  inches  and  three-fourths  round  the 

heart,  ten  inches  round  the  knee  joint,  thirteen  inches  and 

thrze-fourths  Hound  the  gambriel  joint ; — at  one  year  or  365 

days  would  weigh  7 1  libs,  on  the  above  increase. 

I  br  the  1 reservation  of  Fruit  Trees. 
NO  discoveries  are  of  more  importance  than  those  which 
are  connected  with  the  improvement  of  agriculture.    Every 
one  who  has  attended  to  this  subject  is  acquainted  with  the 
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sweeping  destruction  which  has  been  occasioned  by  the  ge* 
nus  of  the  Eurca,  or  Caterpillar.  Many  counties  of  this 
kingdom,  especially  in  the  western  districts,  depend,  in  a 
great  degree,  on  the  annual  produce  of  the  orchard  ;  and  in 
these  districts,  at  least,  it  will  be  of  great  utility  to  circu- 
late the  intelligence  of  an  experiment  for  the  protection  of 
fruit  trees  from  the  Caterpillar,  which  has  been  attended 
with  complete  success.  A  clod  of  earth  is  moulded  round 
the  top  of  the  trunk  of  the  tree  ;  and  this  is  the  whole  pro- 
cess. From  the  hour  that  this  operation  is  performed,  the 
insects,  even  in  the  most  remote  ramifications,  will  begin 
to  fall,  and  the  tree  will  in  a  short  time,  be  wholly  freed 
from  this  destructive  incumberance.  It  is  true  that  the 
animal  will  afterwards  attempt  to  renew  his  depredations  ; 
but  as  soon  as  he  arrives  at  the  ring  of  earth,  which  should 
be  permitted  to  remain,  he  will  hasten  down  the  trunk  with 
much  more  rapidity  than  he  attempted  the  ascent.  We 
state  this  fact  with  confidence,  but  we  leave  to  the  learned 
Zoologist  the  explanation  of  the  mystery London  Paper, 

fflri  Cooper's  (of  New -Jersey,)  management  of 
CIDER. 

ONE  of  the  first  errors  with  respect  to  cider  is,  gathering 
apples  when  wet ;  the  next  is,  throwing  them  together  ex- 
posed to  sun  and  rain,  until  a  sourness  pervades  the  whole 
mass,  then  grind  ;  and  for  want  of  a  trough  or  vessels  suf- 
ficient to  hold  a  cheese  at  a  time,  putting  the  pumice  on 
the  press  as  fast  as  ground  ;  then  making  so  large  a  cheese 
that  fermentation  will  come  on  before  the  juice  can  be  all 
pressed  out ;  and  certain  it  is  that  a  small  quantity  of  the 
juice  pressed  out  after  fermentation  comes  on,  will  spoil  the 
product  of  a  whole  cheese. 

I  gather  the  apples  for  cider  when  dry  ;  put  them  on  a 
floor  under  cover  ;  have  a  trouga  sufficient  to  hold  a  cheese 
at  once  ;  and  when  the  weather  is  warm,  I  grind  them  late 
in  the  evening,  spreading  the  pumice  over  the  trough  to 
give  it  air,  as  that  will  greatly  enrich  the  cider,  and  give  it 
a  fine  amber  colour  ;  and  early  in  the  morning  press  it  off. 
The  longer  a  cheese  iies  after  being  ground,  before  the 
pressing,  the  better,  provided  it  escapes  fermentation  until 
the  pressing  is  completed.  The  reason  is  evident  from  tiie. 
foi  owing  circumstance  :  take  a  tart  apple,  bruise  one  side 
an.  let  it  lie  till  brown,  then  taste  the  juice  of  each  part,  and 
you  wiii  find  the  juice  of  the  bruised  part  sweet  and  rich, 
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though  of  a  tart  apple.  So  if  sweet  and  tart  apples  are 
ground  together,  and  put  immediately  on  the  press,  the 
liquor  therefrom  will  taste  both  sweet  and  tart ;  but  if  let 
lie  till  brown,  the  cider  will  be  greatly  improved.  I  always 
take  care  to  put  cider  in  clean  sweet  casks  ;  and  the  only 
way  to  effect  this  is  to  rinse  or  scald  them  well  as  soon  as 
the  cider  is  out,  and  not  to  let  them  stand  with  a  remnant  or 
lees  in,  which  is  certain  to  make  them  sour,  must,  or  stink. 

The  following  method  of  clarifying  Cider,  is  taken  from  the 
Boston  Weekly  Magazine. 

TAKE  the  largest  cask  you  have  on  your  farm,  from  a 
barrel  upwards  :  put  a  few  sticks  in  the  bottom,  in  the  man- 
ner that  houseAvives  set  a  ley  cask,  so  as  to  raise  a  vacancy  of 
two  or  three  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  cask  ;  then  lay 
over  these  sticks  either  a  clean  old  blanket,  or,  if  that  be  not 
at  hand,  a  quantity  of  the  swinglings  of  flax,  so  as  to  make  a 
coat  of  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch  thick,  when  it  is  well  pres- 
sed down  ;  then  put  in  so  much  clean  washed  sand  from  a 
beach  or  road  as  will  cover  about  six  or  eight  inches  in 
d^pth  of  your  vessel ;  pass  all  your  cider  from  the  press 
through  a  table-cloth  suspended  by  the  corners,  which  will 
take  out  the  pumice  ;  and  pour  the  liquor  gently  upon  the 
sand,  through  which  it  must  be  suffered  to  nitre  gradual  y  ; 
and  as  it  runs  off  by  a  tap  inserted  in  your  vessel  in  the  va- 
cancy made  by  the  sticks  at  the  bottom,  it  will  be  found,  by 
this  easy  method,  as  clear  as  cider  can  be  expected,  after 
the  most  laborious  process  of  refining  ;  and  all  the  mucila- 
ginous matter,  which  causes  the  fermentation  and  souring 
of  cider,  will  be  so  separated  as  to  prevent  that  disagreeable 
consequence.  Pennsylvania  Farmer.

For  the  Pittsburgh  Magazine  Almanack, 
DOMESTIC  COFFEE. 

Friend  Cramer, 

HAVING  seen  several  publications  recommending 
our  common  potatoes  as  an  excellent  substitute  for  the 
V  St  and  East  India  coffee,  I  desired  my  wife  to  make  the 
trial  and  do  it  every  justice.  Accordingly  we  had  it  for 
breakfast  next  morning,  and  we  found  it  an  excellent  sub- 
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stitute  indeed,  and  I  dont  know  but  equal  tofcireign  coffees. 
It  tastes  and  smells  so  much  like  the  West  India  coffee, 
that  my  wife,  who  cannot  drink  it,  felt  much  disposed:  to  per- 
severe in  the  drinking  this,  but  could  not  from  its  great 
similarity.  As  a  further  proof,  I  have  had  friends  to  break- 
fast with  me  when  we  have  had  this  coffee,  they  drank  it 
without  discovering  the  difference  either  in  color,  taste  or 
smell  ;  having  finished  their  breakfast,  I  mentioned  that 
the  coffee  which  they  had  been  drinking  was  made  of  po- 
tatoes, they  again  tasted  it,  and  felt  as  much  surprised  as- 
they  seemed  to  be  pleased  at  so  valuable  a  discovery,  ahtf 
said  they  would  surely  try  it  after  they  got  home. 

I  am  for  my  own  part  convinced  of  the  utility  of  the  in- 
troduction of  this  kind  of  coffee.  That  the  potatoe  is 
wholesome  no  body  pretends  to  dispute,  and  that  it  would 
be  a  very  considerable  abridgement  of  family  expences  is- 
also  as  evident.  We  who  are  situated  three  hundred  miles 
from  a  seaport  ought  to  take  every  method  to  lessen  thei 
wish  for  foreign  articles  ;  from  two  principles  we  ought  to 
attend  to  this  ;  from  the  principles  of  economy  and  inde- 
pendency. What !  shall  it  be  said  that  we  cannot  make  a 
comfortable  breakfast  without  going  all  the  way  to  the 
West  Indies  for  a  pound  of  coffee.  What  has  been  the 
cause  of  the  depraved  character  of  the  Spanish  nation  ?— . 
The  indulgence  of  luxuries.  Hence  follows  incapacity  to| 
attend  to  business,  the  loss  of  manly  vigor,  the  mind  as 
well  as  the  body  become  debilitated  in  the  individual,  and 
at  lenght  it  creeps  by  imperceptible  degrees  into  the  coun- 
cils of  the  nation,  and  the  heads  of  departments.  This  be- 
ing the  case,  where  is  the  hero,  the  patriot,  or  statesman  to 
stem  the-torrents  abridging  the  rights  of  the  people,  or 
the  introduction  of  oppression  and  tyranny,  the  dissolution 
of  every  right  of  equal  liberty  and  justice. 

I  did  not  intend  to  shew  that  it  was  politically  as  well  as 
morally  right,  that  we  should  drink  coffee  made  of  potatoes. 
Since  I  was  drawn  into  it,  however,  you  will  be  good  enough 
to  pardon  me  for  the  intrusion.  A  Friend  to  Economy. 

The follow ing  is  the  method  which  1  have  practise 

ed  to  make  the 

DOMESTIC  COFFEE. 

TAKE  the  red  or  white  potatoe,  wash  them  clean,  and 
with  their  skin  on  cut  them  in  small  square  pieces  ab  ,ut 
the  size  of  an  hazle-nut,  or  less,  hang  them  over  a  slow  fire 

c  <=> 
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in  an  iron  ke-tte,  a  ten  gallon  sugar  kettle  for  instance,  as 
it  gives  yon  room  to  stir  them  about,  for  this  must  be  done 
in  order* that  they  may  dry  regularly.  After  all  the  watery 
particles  are  exhaled,  by  thus  drying  and  stiring  them 
about,  which  may  take  the  whole  day,  if  your  quantity  be 
considerable,  and  when  they  begin  to  look  brown  and  rat- 
tle with  dryness,  take  them  off,  and  after  being  cooled  pack 
them  away  in  a  crock  or  bag,  and  as  you  want  to  use  them 
take  about  one  third  more  than  you  would  of  the  West  In- 
dia coffee,  burn  it,  grind  it  and  clarify  it  in  the  same  man- 
ner .as  you  have  been  accustomed  to  manage  other  kinds  of 
'coffee,  and  with  the  addition  of  good  cream  and  sugar,  you 
may  have  a  dish  of  coffee  fit  for  the  breakfast  table  of  a 
prince. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  prejudice  may  sleep  until  a  fair 
trial  be  given  at  least,  when  I  doubt  not  but  that  which 
may  appear  a  little  doubious  to  some  will  be  sufficiently 
confirmed  by  the  experiment. 

Egyjitian  Wheat. — A  pound  of  this  grain  having  been 
lately  sent  by  Mr.  W.  Moore,  of  Dublin,  as  a  present  to  Mr. 
Jefferson,  the  following  account  taken  from  a  late  En- 
glish paper,  will  show  its  produce  and  the  estimation  in 
which  it  is  held  in  England.  "  Mr.  Showier  of  Lincoln, 
three  years  ago,  planted  twenty -five  grains  of  this  wheat. 
The  second  years  produce  was  ten  bushels.  This  year  he 
reaped  upwards  of  forty  quarters,  part  of  which  the  last 
Week,  he  sold  at  five  guineas  per  quarter."     Bait.  Teleg. 

To  preserve  Cucumbers  from  bisects. 

HAVING  suffered  greatly  by  insects  destroying  plants 
in  my  garden  and  particularly  cucumbers,  and  having  learn- 
ed a  remedy  for  the  evil,  you  are  requested  to  publish  the 
following  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  : 

Last  year  I  was  more  unfortunate  than  common  in  the 
loss  of  my  cucumber  plants,  three  successive  crops  being 
wholly  cut  off.  But  towards  the  end  of  June  having  heard 
that  spirits  of  turpentine  would  preserve  them,  I  planted 
seed  the  fourth  time,  and  as  soon  as  the  plants  had  begun 
to  get  forward,  I  procured  the  spirit  and  mixed  it  with 
about  the  same  quantity  of  water,  with  which  I  lightly 
touched  the  ground  round  the  plants  ;  and  the  consequence 
was  neither  bugs  nor  worms  molested  the  vines,  and  my 
crop  of  cucumbers  was  as  good  as  any  I  ever  had.

THE  Society  of  Friends  began  first  to  emigrate  to  this 
country  about  the  year  1780,  (except  a  few  who  came  on  before) 
these  generally  resided  on  the  Monongahela,  and  its  branches  in. 
the  neighborhood  of  Redstone.  But  when  the  land-office  opened 
in  the  N.  W.  T.  (now  the  state  of  Ohio)  in  1800,  the  emigration  of 
this  people  from  the  middle  and  Southern  states  rapidly  increased, 
particularly  from  the  latter.  Two  reasons  may  probably  be  assign- 
ed therefor.  1st.  The  fertility  of  the  soil  west  of  the  Ohio  river  is 
no  doubt  a  considerable  inducement.  2nd.  Their  tenets  and  princi- 
ples being  directly  opposite  to  involuntary  servitude  or  slavery, 
which  is  so  disgracefully  prevalent  in  those  states  ;  they  are  pleas- 
ed with  the  opportunity  of  an  asylum  in  a  country  free  from  this 
horrid  oppression.  They  have  formed  their  settlements  principal- 
ly on  the  waters  of  Beaver,  Short  creek,  Wheelen,  Scioto,  and  the 
Miamies,to  the  number  of  about  8  or  9  thousand.  They  have  twen- 
ty-nine meetings  or  places  of  worship  on  this  side  the  mountains, 
seventeen  of  wliich  are  west  of  Ohio  river.  Those  particular  meet-
